Lightning accompanying a heavy wind 
and rain storm killed four persons in 
New. York City and its commuting 
‘radius yesterday. The wind reached a 
velocity at one time of sixty miles an 
hour. The storm, which began in New 
York City at 2:52 o’clock in the after- 
moon, broke the heat wave, but not be- 
fore five other persons had died and 
twenty-one persons had been prostrated 
‘as the result of it. 

In addition to its tol in human life 
the storm did great damage. Service on 
the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad west of Bridgeport was 
crippled, and signals became so badly 
disarranged ihat the officials of that 
road reported at 10 o’clock last night 
that they had entirely lost trace of 
all the fast trains due in New York 
City. Every train <nat did arrive after 
5 o'clock in the afternoon was from two 
to three hours late. The high voltage 
wires between Stamford and New York 
were torn down by the wind, and the 
gervice between Stamford and Bridge- 
port came to a standstill for several

Giant Freight Zeppelins 
Coming, Says Capt. Koenig 


BALTIMORE, July 18.—City offi- 
cials who visited the submarine 
Deutschland today quoted Captain 
Koenig as saying that Zeppelin air- 
ship freighters are being built in 
Germany for transatlantic service. 

“To you,” Captain Koenig was 
quoted as saying, “the trip of the 
Deutschland is a great achievement. 
You mustn’t be too enthusiastic over 
it, for a bigger surprise is coming. 
A great Zeppelin airship, or may bé 
I should say airships, are being built 
in Germany. In the not distant fut- 
ure one or more of them will sail 
through the air to the United States. 
Just as sure as the Deutschland 
came to America, so will the Zep- 
pelins come.”

BALTIMORE, July 13.—Relentiless re- 
prisal upon every American manufac- 
turer, miner, of merchant who sup- 
plies cargo to a German transatlantic 
treight-carrying submarine is said here 
tonight to be the plan decided upon “by 
the allied nations as likely’ to be the 
most effective manner of combating the 
new Teutonic scheme for beating the 
English blockade. 

The plan became known after Ger- 
man Ambassador Count von Bernstorff, 
Privy Counselor Dr. Heinrich Albert, 
and officers and agents of the subma- 
rine merchantman Deutschland had 
lunched today at the Germania Club 
with Mayor Preston and a group of 
Baltimore City officials. It was vom- 
municated to THE Times correspondent 
by a responsible member of the Mayor's 
official party, who said his information 
had come. authoritatively, and that an 
English official had vouched for its 
correctness. 

The plan, as outlined here, will first 
be tried out on those who sold the tons 
of crude rubber which the Deutschland 
will attempt to carry back to Bremen. 
The Allies’ representatives are said to 
have been particularly concerned at 
Germany's prospects of getting this 
much-coveted material. They are now 
making strenuous efforts to learn the 
mames of those who sold the rubber to 
tue Germans. This information once 
in hand, they are said to have deter- 
mined to drive the offending parties out 
of the rubber business. 

The rubber dealers have becn seiectcd 
as the first objects of reprisals, it was 
‘explained, because nearly all sburces of 
crude rubber.are in English possessions, 


hitherto giving to British traders a 
‘firm grip on the rubber market. 


Captain Koenig’s Homely Parable. 


A more direct physical method of dis- 
couraging subsea transatlantic trading 
by preventing the return to Bremen of 
the Deutschland was admitted by Cap- 
tain Paul Koenig today to be among the 
perils which may beset him. Captain 
Koenig said it is possible an English 
submarine might await the Deutschland 
submerged somewhere outside the Vir- 
ginia Capes, or that it might even slip 
seme distance within territorial waters 
without ever being discovered as long 
az it remained below the surface. 

“Could a submarine waiting like that 
detect your coming by means of -its 
microphones, just as you were able to 
detect the approach of vessels miles 
away, when you were crossing, Captain 
ae Ty | was asked. 

“It is possible,’’ he said. Then, after 
fi moment’s thought: ‘It is possible 
ike this: Suppose you had a bucketful 
of- white beans and in them one brown 

x d suppose you were blindfold- 
ed and then thrust your fingers in and

Captain Koenig again let it be known

He said 
that, though he is obliged to clear 
aay Se the Custom House, he may wait 
two days or so before weighing anchor 
after that. Meanwhile he does not 
believe customs officials will allow the

Prendergast . Explains ‘Detalis and 
Says Continuous Rallroad Tun- 
nel is Not Feasible. 


Controller Prendergast, Chairman of 
the Port and Terminal Committee. of the 
Board of Estimate, explained yesterday 
thaé the model of the proposed Improve- 
ment of the Riverside Park section, 
which is on view at the Grand Central 
Terminal, had been prepared by the 
committee to clear up many of the 
points which the public is unable to vis- 
ualize from the engineering drawings. 
The Controller and Mayor Mitchel were 
there to explain the model in detail. The 
model represents the sectiocn,from Sev- 
enty-sécond to 153d Street, and, ac- 
carding to. the Controller, it has. been 
faithfully prepared to scale, the model 
makers certifying to the exactness. The 
Controller said: 

“The Port and Terminal. Committee 
and-its engineering staff in the prepara. 
tion of the plans for the west side im- 
provement gave careful consideration to 
all the suggestions that had been made 
by the public. The model shows con- 
clusively that a tunnel for the entire 
length of the Riverside section is not 
feasible. Leaving aside the question of 
its cost and its impracticability from an 
operating standpoint, a far more serious 
objection, in the opinion of the Port and 
Terminal Committee and:'ts engineering 
staff, was the fact that it would mean 
the destruction of a large portion of 
Riverside Drive between 129th Street 
and Seventy-second Street. The com- 
mittee, nevertheless, has provided for 
all of the tunnel that is possible in 
view of the topégraphy, and it can be 
seen by a careful study of the model 
that the statements and recommenda- 
tions of the committee have been more 
than justified, for the railroad at no 
point is exposed and the charges of 
commercjalizing the Riverside section 
have been disposed of for all time. 

“As to the adsthetic questions that 
have. been raised, it can be seen that 
the one criticism that the view of the 
river would be cut off from the Drive 
and the residences on the Riverside 
section is without foundation. As to 
the park treatment the committee's en- 

ineering gtaff worked laboriously with 

e Park partment to bring about a 
treatment that was necessary and es- 
sential for the committee to act upon 
in order that the obligations of the rail- 
road should be definitely fixed, and this 
hag given rise to a great deal of mis- 
understanding because it has- been 
claimed that the Park Department was 
not. consulted. 

“The model as shown is a faithful 
reproduction of the plans received by 
the committee from the Park Depart- 
ment, and it has been made perfectly 
clear to those who have been willing 
to learn tho facts that this park treat- 
ment may be changed to suit any other 
treatment that may be thought best so 
long as the obligations of the railroad 
are definitely fixed: and the railroad 
will. contract that within a reasonable 
period of time the city may change the 
park treatment to anything it desires, 
so long as the net additional cost of such 
change shall be borne by the city. 

“As to the Manhattanville section, 
the committee has been guided solely 
by the demands of the Harlem district 
for Proper station facilities at that 
point. The railroad’s ownership in land 
and land under water north of 14ist 
Street is to be transferred to the city 
in* order that the yard may be brought 
down to the southerly point of the sec- 
tion. opposite the present commercial 
centre, which lies between 129th Street 
and 137th Street. The yard as shown 
has been reduced very materially, and 
is now the very smallest that could 
adequately serve the requirements of 
the district, in the judgment of the 
local commercial bodies and manufac- 
turers.”’ 

Alderman W. F. Quinn of the Fif- 
teenth Aldermanic District, which 
takes in the Riverside Park section, 
said yesterday that he had been. mis- 

voted in the ewererere to the effect 
that he had seen the plans and model 
of the park and New York Central Rail- 
road improvement jin Morgan & Co.’s 
offices. What he did say, the Alderman 
declared, was that he had_seen the plans 
in the office of Morgan Brothers at the 
Grand Central Terminal Building. Mor- 
gan Brothers being the architects for the 
railroad comnany. 

Mrs. John C. Kerr of 185 Central Park 
West, representing the League to Pro- 
tect Riverside Drive, with a delegation 
of prominent women interested in oppos- 
es the proposal for the elimination of the 
railway tracks as now prmposed, waited 
on President Maurice E. Connolly of 
Queens yesterday*to enlist his support 
in. defeating the plan. The delegation 
alsO went to see President Mathewson 
of the Bronx. 


MORE TAXES FOR HUNGARY. 


Average Cost of War from 450,000,- 
000 to 470,000,000 Crowns a Month 


AMSTERDAM, July 13.—In the course 
of a speech in the lower house:of the 
HungaMan Parliament on war profit 
taxes, says a telegram from Budapest, 
Johann Teleszky, Hungarian Minister 
ef Finance, said that the twenty-three 
months of war had cost Hungary an 
average of from 450,000,000 to 470,000, - 
000 crowns monthly. ; 

Naturally, -added the Minister. the 
amount had increased during the course 
of the war, being smaller at the be- 
ginning of hostilities, but now ranging 
from 509.990,000 to 600,000,000 crowns 
monthly, ‘The. cost of the war had ‘pri- 
marily. been covered by loans, the ex- 
penditures: not thus met: by means of 
the main war loans having been cov- 
ered partly by short time loans from 
financial institutions, including -Austro. 
Hungarian banks. 

“This should convince the House,” 
the Minister declared, “ that in future 
we shall need a very considerable in- 
crease in the country’s revenue, and the 
taxation which the Goverment proposes 
fs intended to enable us ta cover the 
requirements of«interest payments on 
the war loans out of the current 
revenue.”

Unless a more intelligent spirit pre- 
valled, Baron Newton asserted, the end 
of the war would find Great Britain with 
thousands of these aliens still behind 
barbed wire, demoralized and broken in 
health, and constituting a,serious prob- 
lem after peace. 


MEAT IN GERMANY SCARCE. 


American Woman Tells of Joy at 
Seeing Real Food in Holland. 


In the following letter, dated May 28 
at Scheveningen, the seaport of The 
Hague, the writer, a lady residing. in 
Germany, describes for the benefit of 
her relatives in this country the food 
shortage in Germany, which appears to 
be very real. Extracts from the letter 
follow: 

“Notwithstanding all our planning 
concerning a three or four weeks’ stay 
in Switzerland, we find ourselves landed 
in Holland at this beautiful seaslore 
town. It js too bad we cannot stay 
here longer. 

‘“‘It is some days since we left Ger- 
many. I would be satisfied if we could 


stay in The Hague all Summer and un- 
til the war is over. I am sick of the 
kind of life you have to live nowadays 
in all the warring countries. There are 
only two topics tnat completely occupy 
our minds—the bloodsned and the food 
supply—and. although it seems almost 
terrible to say it, the former has been 
entirely eciipsed by the anxiety concern- 
ing the food supply during the last few 
months. We talk and think and plan food 
all day long—do everything, in fact, ex- 
cept eat it. We do eat, of ourse, but 
the real food is usurped by }the limita- 
tions and substitute foods such ex- 
tent that we have almost forgotten the 
taste of the real thing. I almost wept 
for joy over the first cup of coffee with 
real cream that ‘was served to us here. 
The sight of the butter heaped on the 
plates was so strange that it seemed ai- 
most sgacriligious to make use of it. 

‘* Meat is so scarce in our home town 
that almost every good butcher closes 
his shop at 9 in the morning, and the 
sign ‘Closed Because of Scarcity of 
Meat Supply is ever so much more 
common than the sight of meat itself. 
Many shops have closed altogether. Now 
it seems that a new organization 1s to 
be formed in Germany for thé better 
distribution of all food products. 
Whether it will have the desired effect | 
remains ft& be seen. have a good 
supply of American canned s on 
hand, which enables us to live in lux- | 
ury. How they ever reached us I do 
not know, and I was so glad to be abie 
to buy them that I asked no questions. 
We eat very little meat, but manage to 
get along without it quite well. am 
eating enough here in Holland to last} 
during the coming Summer, and hupe 
to be able to come back here when my 
i 7 is exhausted. : 

“Tt is so good to see people witnoout 
the worried look that every one has at 
home, and I feel almost like a country 
girl on her first visit to the city wnea 
I hear the noise of the streets and see 
the automobiles and carriages with ya:ly 
dressed people go by. There are abso- 
lutely no private automobiles running | 
In Germany, and black is the color that |

Think Sharks Merely Hungry. 


The belief of fishermen along the Jer- 
sey. shore is that the maneatergs are 
ordinary sharks turned ravenous by 
scanty diet. This is. the time when 
the females of this type ordinarily come 
hear shore to rear their young, but 
their numbers near land and even in 
inland waters 1s somethin entirely 
new. Mr. Nichols. thinks the fisher- 
men may possibly be right, although 
his own theory {3 different. 

One explanation\ the fishermen offer 
of the shark scourge is the war. Many 
passenger ships, entering and leaving 
New York before the war, they say, 
threw over enough refuse to feed the 
sharks, but this diet has been cut down 
so that they have to hunt a new food 
supply. Another story is that the catch- 
ing of so many moss bunkers; sluggish 
fish, said to be affected by sharks, has 
caused hunger to spur them shoreward 
for prey. 

Moss bunkers, which are manufactured 
into ofl and compost, have been netted 
in such enormous quantities for factories 
along the Jersey shore that within two 
years they have practically disappeared 
and the industry has about gone out of 
existence.

Trying to Appear Heroic, 


ALL HAVE PLENTY TO EAT 


Lieut. Col. McLean Heads Military 
Police——O’Ryan in Full Com- 
mand of New York Division. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SIXTH DIVISIONAL HEADQUAR- 
TERS, U. S. A.. McALLEN, Texas, July 
18.—Major Gen. O’Ryan today replied to 
the letters which have been published in 
the press alloging that the food served 
at the camps was deficient in quality 
and quantity. Complaints have been 
made in letiers from soldiers to relatives 
in New York, and when this was learn-, 
ed.at headquarters much surprise was 
caused, for there had been no dissatis- 
faction expressed through official 
channels. 

General O’Ryan gave out this state- 
ment: 

‘The local ‘army Quartermasters are 
supplying rations for our division and 
there is no ground for complaints at 
this time Due possibly to some rail- 


road congestion, there has not been the 
same variet that would be avalinple in 
eeceen.. ‘This amaii matter will un- 
oo cared for Within the next 
ew 

“The Department 
caring for the needs the division in 
most efficient fashion, It is regrettable 
that the families of some of our young 
men should be concerned about their 
comfort in the matter of food, but their 
concern arises irom the letters sent home 
by the men, particularly the recruits, 
who apparently feel it necessary to sanc- 
tify eir milita service by depicting 
imaginary hardships. 

‘* Even in manoeuvre campaigns where 
we have had interesting wor perfect 
conditions and a wide variety, quality 
and quantity of food, we have ores sur- 
prised after being in the field for a 
short time to learn that people at home 
were worked up over the hardships suf- 
fered by our men, and we have traced 
these stories to letters written home by 
men, many of whom seem to seek ro- 
mance in order to appear heroic in the 
family circle. 

‘If we later see some real service you 
will find that mail bags of letters will 
be sent back depicting imaginary per- 
sonal encounters and fictitious atroci- 
ties. The people at home had better get 
& proper conception of these things and 
quit being concerned about our men.’

ALBANY, July 18.—New York State's 
National Guardsmen, according to sta- 
tisties made public at the Executive 
Chamber. tonight after a conference be- 
tween Governor Whitman and Adjutant 
General Stotesbury, aré divided as fol- 
lows:

MRS. HEARST MAKES PROTEST 


Wires Lansing, Protesting Against 
Seizure of Her Mexican Ranch. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 13.—Mrs. 
Phoebe A. Hearst, owner of Hacienda 
de Babicora, the ranch reported to have 
been seized by the de facto Government 
of Mexico, telegraphed tonight to Rob- 
ert Lansing, Secretary of State, pro- 
testing against what she declared to be 
an ‘“‘unlawful act.’’ The telegram in 
part read: 

“San Francisco newspapers contain 
the report that the de facto Govern- 
ment of Mexico hag taken possession of 
the property in the State of Chihuahua 
known as the Hacienda de Babicora. 
The title to the property is in the name 
of the Babicora Development Company 
an American corporation, the stock ot 
which belongs to me. 

‘The reason assigned for this action 
by the de facto Government is that the 
Babicora Development Company has sold 
cattle and supplies to the United States 
authorities to provision and care for 
the military forces of the United States. 

‘**I vigorously protest against this un- 
lawful action on the part of the de facto 
Government, and I appeal] to you to in- 
augurate immediately un inquiry to as- 
certain the facts regarding the alleged 
appropriation of the company’s property. 

“As a citizen of the United States 
I suggest to you that it is the duty ot 
this overnment to take measures to 
oo the de facto Government of 

exico from disregarding and overrid- 
ing the rights of American citizens who 
ove property in the Republic of Mex-

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IN DUPONT BLOWUP 


Twelve Buildings Are Wrecked 
When Nitroglycerine Ex- 
plodes at Haskell, N. J. 


, |SHOCK IS FELT FOR MILES 


Major Sylvester Begins Investiga- 
tlon, but-Does Not Believe 
Spy Is to Blame. 


Special to The New York Times, 

HASKELL, N. J., July 13.—Harry 
Friedlander, workman 399 in the du 
Pont powder works here, was wheeling 
a ‘“‘buggy’’ carrying 800 pounds of 
nitroglycerine into the balistite mixing 
house at 11:16 o'clock this morning 
when the contents of the lead-lined 
bucket exploded. Friedlander, the buggy 
and the building were scattered over 
the neighboring Jersey landscape. The 
force of the detonation caused an ex- 
Pplosion in the nearby smokeless powder 
drying building, which wrecked that 
structure, Besides Friedlander, three 
men were. killed and twenty-six sus- 
tained injuries. Twelve buildings were 
partially or wholly wrecked. The dam- 
age to the plant was placed at $60,000. 

The dead were John Brazules, Harry 
Friedlander, John Roumi, and John 
Thomson. 

All those killed lived in Haskell. The 
twenty-six injured were mostly victims 
of flying glasg and débris. They were 
treated at the company hospital and all 
except three went home. These three 
were weak from loss of blood, but it 
was said by the attending physicians 
that none of them would die. 

The explosion was the most severe 
that has occurred at the Haskell plant. 
Roofs were lifted off buildings hun- 
dreds of yards away and sent in all 
directions, sides of frame structures 
crumpled like paper, and workmen 
were knocked from their feet a quarter 
of a mile from where the balistite mix- 
ing house stood. Hundreds of plate 
glass windows in the business district 
of Haskell were broken and persons 
living miles away in the mountains felt 
the force of the concussion. The tele- 
grap operator at the Erie Railroad 

tation, four miles away, reported that 
he had been knocked from his seat by 
‘the explosion. 

The dull roar that went forth from the 
plant carried its message of terror to 
the wives and children of the workers 
and for hours the plant was besieged 
by an anxioug crowd which did not 
rest after Manager James Lynah had 
posted on the company’s bulletin board 
the names of the four men who met 
their death. 

Major Sylvester, former Chief of Po- 
lice, who is head of the du Pont de- 
tective force, came to Haskell tonight to 
investigate the explosion. Manager 
Lynah asserted he did not believe it was 
due to any other cause than an acci- 
dent. He said that no sPy would sac- 
rifice his life to do the little damage in 
loss of explosive the accident could 
cause. 

An incident in connection with the ex- 

losion was that ‘‘ Red ’’ Hennessy was 
aid off for a week this morning be- 
cause he was late for work. John 
Thomson was substituted for him and 
three hours later Was dead. 

Mr. Lynah said that the accident 
would interfere but little with the work 
of the pjant. The du Pont company 
has large contracts from the Allies.

THREE DIE IN FACTORY CRASH 


Solvay Plant Collapses During a 
Storm at Buffalo. 


BUFFALO, July 18.—Three men were 
killed, five were seriously injured, and 
several were reported missing as the 
result of the collapse today of one of 
the main buildings at the plant of the 
Semet Solvay Company on the Niagara 
River Road, two miles north of the Buf- 
falo city line. 

The building collapsed just as a storm 
broke over the river, and it was said 
by some of the workmen that a bolt 
of lightning struck a tall chimney, de- 
molishing it. The men killed had taken 
refuge from the storm in a small frame 
building, which was buried under tons 
of brick and other débris. 

The main plant of the Semet Solvay 
Company is in Syracuse. About 
men were at work in the branch here 
when the collapse occurred. In re- 
sponse to telephone messages ambu- 
lances from all the hospitals in the city 
were rushed to the scene, and a force 
of firemen started to help the work- 
men clear away the débris in search 
of missing men.

GIANTS? BONES IN MOUND. 


Sclentists Unearth. Relics of Indians 
Who Lived 700 Years Ago. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BINGHAMTON, July 18.—Profesor A. 
B. Skinner of the American Indian Mu- 
seum, Professor W. K. Morehead of 
Phillips Andover Academy, and Dr. 
George Donohue, Pennsylvania State 
Historian, who have been conducting ré- 
searches along the valley of the Susque- 
hanna, have uncovered an Indian mound 
at Tioga Point, on the upper portion of 
Queen Esther's Flats, on what is kriown 
as thé Murray farm, a short distance 
from Sayre, Penn., which promises rich 
additions to Indian lore. 

In the mound uncovered were found 
the bones of sixty-eight mer which are 
believéd to have been buried 700 years 

. The average height of these men 
was seven feet, while many were much 
taller. Further evidence of their gi- 
one size was found in laree celts or 

xes hewed from stone and buried in 
the grave. On some of the skylls, two 
inches above the perfectly forrned fore- 
head, were protuberances of bone. Mem- 
bérs of the expédition say that it is the 
first discoyery of its kind on record and 
a valuable contribution to the history of 
the early races. ,

Walter Schilling Prefers Life as a 
Peon Rather Than to Ask 
Friends for Help. 


A red-blooded, six-foot young Ameri- 
@an came from his home in‘ Bayonne 
yesterday and passed the day trudging 
up and down Broadway,, trying to sell 
himself into slavery. He paused to peer 
down into the stifling shafts of the new 
subway, where sweating and half-naked 
hard-rock men, no swarthier or.stronger 
than he, toiled at their drills for wages. 
He dodged eagerly around street cars 
which blocked his path at times, with 
hardly a glance at the workers who ran 
them or the workérs who rode in them. 

Having no illusions ag to what he 
wanted to do, and with one big govern- 
ing idea in mind which, if successful, 
Was to turn back time a full half-cen- 
tury and implant the stamp of servitude 
on his life, he had inserted this adver- 
tiasement in a morning newspaper: 

WANTED: A MASTER. 

Bright, ambitious young man, excellent 
references, willing to work, will sell him- 
eelf into slavery for his keep; I have got 
to eat; state best price. 

There was only the one idea that he 
confessed when he was asked about it— 
confessed ‘with his eyes straight ahead, 
and with no delusions as to slavery; to 
him it meant just what the dictionary 
and history said it meant, and he was 
facing it with determination. It meant 
literally and actually toil under a mas- 
ter, the toil of the galley, the stocks and 


the knout, and he was putting himself 
upon the auction block to sell himself 


Th idea, and that was what 
he thought had moved him, but behind 
this was the five-word creed which 
had ‘advertised, half-consciously, the 
creed which others had translated other- 
wise, into other passions than that for 
pervitude.

AUTHORS FEED CHILDREN. 


Meals Served to Needy Little Ones 
In Broome Street. 


Forty members of the Authors’ League 
who have organized themselves into 
the Authors’ Association for Social Re- 
lief announced yesterday that they had 
made arrangements for feeding children 
in the poorer parts of the city. The 
work was in progress at Public School 
92 in Broome Street yesterday, and 200 
children were fed. Those able to pay 
were charged one cent for every course 
served, 3 cents being sufficient to pro- 
vide a child with a good meal. Those 
who were unable to pay were fed with- 
out charge.

McGovern & Co. Cut $52,203 
Under Degnon, Who Caused 
Bridge Abandonment. 


LAST UNDER-WATER LINK 


Service Board Says City Will Pay 
$1,700,000 More Than If Queens- 
boro Bridge Was Used. 


Bids for the construction of the last 
tunnel of the dual subway system were 
received yesterday by the Public Service 
Commission, The ‘tunnel is the under- 
river link of the Broadway-Fifty-ninth 
Street-Queens line, from the foot of Hast 
Sixtieth Street in Manhattan to North 
Jane Street in Long Island City. In the 
early plans of the dual system no tun- 
nel was contemplated on this line, the 
route being laid out over the Queens- 
boro Bridge. It was thought advisable, 
however, to abandon the bridge route, 
and the Commission, on July 28, 1915, 
adopted the tunnel plan at the request 
of the Board of Estimate. 

The bids, unitemized and in the order 
of their amount, follow:

The tunnel proposal was made in Feb- 
ruary, 1915, by the Degnon Contracting 
Company, which agreed in the event 
of the bridge plan being abandoned to 
lop off $500,000 from the cost of the 
Fifty-ninth Street contract and to con- 
struct the tunnel at a cost of not more 
than $4,500,090. 

The commission estimated the cost of 
eematnenmes the Queensboro Bridge at 
between $2,000,000 and $2,500,000. The 
commission announced yesterday that 
the bids opened indicate that the city 
would get this two-track tunnel at a 
net increased cost over the bridge route 
of about $1,700,000, The commission said 
surprise had been expressed because the 
city had been able to ubtain so low a 
bid as the McGovern offer. 

The Sixtieth Street-Queens tunnel 
extends easterly der East Sixtieth 
Street from Second Avenue, Manhattan, 
under the East River, Blackwell's Isl- 
and, waterfront property in Queens 
Borough near the foot of North Jane 
Street, under and across Vernon Ave- 
nue, through private property, under 
North Jane treet, and under the 
Queensboro Bridge right of way, ending 
at the bridge plaza station, between 
William and Crescent Streets. 

The tunnel comes to the surface near 
Hancock Street in Queens, and will be 
an open-cut structure from that point 
to a point near the Boulevard and 
Sherman Street, and thence by elevated 
structure will connect with the bridge 
plaza station. Permanent ventilation 
shafts are to be provided on Avenue A 
in Manhattan and on Blackwell's Isl- 
and. 

The successful bidder will have thirty

work. 

The Public Service Commission has 
awarded to the Pennsylvania Steel Com- 
pany, at $65,316, the contract for the 
supply of special work, including frogs, 
crossovers, switches, &c., for use on 
the new Seventh Avenue subway. The 
commission has also awarded to the 
Ramapo Iron Works the contract for 
furnishing two additional crossovers on 
the Queens elevated line at $3,589.

Mother and Son Arrested in ‘‘Poor

The figures of foreign trade for the 
fiscal year which closed with last 
‘month put this country in a class by 
itself. It is little to say that the ag- 
) Btegate of its exports and imports 
~Mever before equaled six billions. That 
- almost inconceivable total surpasses 
évery other country’s record for all 
'* time, and many of them have long sur- 
/ Passed us. Last year’s trade, there- 


~" ‘fore, sets a mark for the world, as well 


for ourselves. There lies a mark 
~ @head for us, which should moderate 
» @xuberance of exultation.. The record 
is made ‘by 100,000,000 Amefcans, and 
ig less than might be expected of a 
working force of such quantity and 
quality. It will be time enough for us 
to boast fairly when we make a simi- 
lar record in times of peace, and when 
our foreign trade per capita equals the 
records of countries of smaller popula- 
tion, which we modestly think of less 
productive capacity, man for man, and 
more particularly machine for ma- 
chine. 

In this year of overflowing prosper- 
ity it behooves us to remember that, 
although we have taught the world 
how to work with tools, we have been 
content too long to enact conditions 
which forbade us to bid for foreign 
trade according to our capacity. Our 
politicians have taken the provincial 
view that trade consisted in selling, 
and they have persuaded the electorate 
to support thefn in making purchases 
abroad costly or impossible. Even Mc- 
KINLEY outlived that delusion, and tke 
spirit of his dying declaration that,the 
period of our economic exclusiveness 
‘was past has been ratified by the peo- 
ple. 

The total of foreign trade, $6,525,-. 
000,000, is made up: by an increase in 
exports by $1,576,411,000, and of im- 
ports by $541,025,000. The difference 
ef a billion does not exist in fact. 
There is less business proportionately 
between nations on open account than 
there is between corner grocers and 
neighborhood customers, All but a 
very small part of international trade 
is settled for currently, either in cash 
or approved paper. Of the latter item 
we have taken the missing billion in 
national bonds, practically in payment 
for the goods we have sold. The trans- 
action is essentially the same whether 
the bonds were passed over the coun- 
“ter, as in the case of ‘the munitions 
sellers, or whether they were sold to 
bankers, who gave credit available in 
payments for the goods sold, and re- 
couped themselves by selling the bonds. 
The totals of merchandise do not in- 

“clude half a billioh in imports of gold. 

By classes the largest export was 
fron and steel, $618,000,000. The 
greatest gain was in explosives, from 
$6,000,000 in 1914 to $41,000,000 in 
1915, and $473,000,000 in 1916. Our 
largest agricultural export, cotton, de- 
clined to third place and a total of 
$370,000,000, although the aggregate 
of foodstuffs exceeds it. On the other 
hand, our exports of manufag¢tured cot- 
tons rose from $51,000,000 in 1914 to 
$72,000,000 in 1915 and $112,000,000 in 
1916. It is hardly due to our merit 
that our exports of cotton goods rose 
g0 markedly. Foreign producers are 

otherwise occupied, and their wants 
are increased, for war is a great de- 
_ stroyer of goods. Similar considera- 
‘tions explain our exports of $80,000,000 
Worth of sugar,a forty-fold increase 
during the war. It will be seen that 
the leading increases dre not due to the 
attractions of our goods either in qual- 
ities or prices. Those are the only 
‘guarantees of permanence in trade, 
and the lack of them indicates that 
' present conditions are a poor reliance 
for permanent prosperity. ‘ 
Analysis of dur imports shows. that 
®even classes, each exceeding $100,- 
000,000, comprise half of our total im- 
ports. They are factory materials and 
foodstuffs.

‘What we are doing in the 
way of equipping and sustaining their 
armies’is nothing compared with what 
we could do for ourselves ff an enemy' 
were at ‘our coasts. If the world in 
arms attempted to war on us; they 
would lack what they cannot get else- 
where in their present dire’néed. © ‘This 
is as true of economic war as of hos- 
tilities. If the industrial world besides 
ourselves divided itself into two hostile 
camps, neither could make war on the 
other without our supplies. We, would 
trade with both of the economic alli- 
ances, equally the Paris Alliance of the 
Entente and the Mittel-Europa- Zoll- 
verein. In business every nation is a 
neutral to every other. We should 
trade where we found our profit, just 
as the business men of the two combi- 
nations in restraint of trade would 
trade with each other, and are doing 
so now whenever they can escape pun- 
ishment. The various councils of na- 
tions which have met to make political 
alliances have failed because they were 
based either on the wrong sort of poli- 
tics or economics or both. When the 
parliament of man meets, it is usually 
thought that it will be concerned chief- 
ly with laws. International economics. 
is more important than international 
law. And while the world is fairly 
agreed about international law,’ the 
world has not yet advanced beyond the 
stage of war in economics. ‘

LORD HALDANE AND THE DUKE. 

The rudeness of the rebuke to Lord 
HaLDANE when, after a long silence, he 
rose in the upper chamber of the 
British Parliament to speak on a sub- 
ject, educational reform, upon which 
he is a recognized authority through- 
out the world, will arouse sympathy 
with him-in other countries besides his 
own. Indeed, it is doubtful, even with 
the present -high-wrought feeling in 
England, if Englishmen geyerally, with 
their love of}fair play, which ever the 
sense of great disasters cannot change, 
will approve of the treatment accorded 
to a fellow-countryman who has filled, 
with suitable dignity, the office of 
Lord High Chamberlain and lent new 
lustre to the fame of British scholar- 
ship. Lord HALDANE is under suspicion 
of having led the Germans to believe 
that Great Britain would not be drawn 
into a war with them, but it.is in- 
credible that he should have been 
thought guilty of disloyalty. A very 
distinguished American statesman is 
charged with having deceived German 
Government officers as to the actual 
meaning of.a certain official communi- 
catioh the meaning of which was ex- 
actly expressed in its text. 

Lord HALDANE’s resemblance to Mr. 
BRYAN, however, is remote. Both are 
temperamentally unfitted to serve their 
country in high diplomatic offices in a 
perilous crisis. “That is:‘all, HALDANE 
is a scholar and a thinker, and though 
he is probably not a pacifist, in the 
sense in which we are compelled to 
use that word on this side of the At- 
lantic, the thought of war between 
England and Germany was repugnant 
to him. In this he was not alone in 
Great Britain two years ago. It is not 
to be assumed that because he was a 
student at Géttingen in his young 
manhood, has. devoted much of his 
time to the study of German literatiire 
and philosophy, and is one of the trans- 
lators of SCHOPENHAUER, that he is so 
strong a sympathizer with Germany as 
to be disloyal to his own country in 
its hour of trial. His punjshment for 
his lack of foresight and his error of 
statesmanship has been severe. 

The rebuke to. Lord HALDANE was de- 
livered in a rotund manrrer by another 
Scot. The existence of the Duke of 
BuCCLEUCH is known to everybody who 
has visited London, as his palace on the 
Thames Embankment is one of the 
landmarks. He is not given to public 
speaking, though it must be said that 
he made himself understood. But it is 
gratifying to-learn. that HALDANE’s 
dignified reply to the “ducal insult,” 
as The London ‘Daily News calls it, 
was cordially cheered. Lord HALDANE 
is not yet out of British public life, ff 
he is temporarily out of politics. More- 
over, it is no small honor to be in- 
sulted by a Duke.

NO POLITICS IN THE ARMY. 

The resentment caused by ‘the re- 
moval, under military law, of the com- 
manding officer of a militia regiment 
after it had been formally mustered 
into the service of the United States 
Government, and the resultant purely 
political outcry against the regular 
army officer whose duty it was to 
order the removal, justify the -ap- 
prehensions of the opponents of the 
militia federalization measure that 
political interference might tend to 
make some of its provisions unwork- 
able. The mustering out of Colonel 


.ConLey is no reflection whatever upon 


either his integrity or his’ skill, He has 
long been one of the most popular of 
militia Colonels. But he must have 
known,; when he was lately subjected 
to physical examination, .what the re- 
port on his condition would be. It is 
creditable to him that. he desired, in 
spite of physical infirmity, to continue 
in comtnang of ‘his'regiment. “But the 
army law is inexorable,: ‘Five Colonels 
who have served with General Prrsx- 
IN@’s . column . in Mexico } have been 
scheduled for immediate retiretnent be- 
cause examination. proves ‘that they 
are physically; unfit to. continue on 
active duty.

As for’ the militia “point of view; it 
‘would be wholly understandable if the 
militia’ had not strongly favored the 
federalization plan and employed a 
powerful Congressional lobby to force 
it upon the country, The underlying 
argument, of course, is that the /Sixty- 
ninth Regiment is a sort of social club 
of which its Colonel is the most im- 
portant and best-likefl member. -The 
same. kind of outcry is made by the 
friends of a civil officer when he is 
removed from his post. In such a case 
the conditions are entirely different. 
The pacifists have gladly seized upon 
this: incident as.an excuse for more of 
their mischief-making. They hate 
General Woop because of the splendid 
work he has done to promoté national 
.preparedness. But. what the pacifists 
as.a body do or say does not matter. 

It would be’ well, however, for the 
Administration to proceed with ex- 
treme care in this matter. The in- 
vestigation, if one is really thought ad- 
visable, should gloss over no fact. To 
permit either the friends or the 
enemies of President WriLson to play 
politics with a matter of military dis- 
cipline, and some of both kinds are 
obviously trying to, might prove a 
fatal error. Mobilization of the organ- 
ized militia under the Hay. law has 
been going forward much more suc- 
cessfully than might have. been ex- 
pected.

PARTING THE MOOSE RAIMENT. 

Apparently there is to be a rump 
Progressive Party, after all. There 
would not be, probably, if it were not 
for the peculiar position in which the 
Southern men find themselves. In the 
North the leading Progressives are 
either following RoosEVELT into the 
Republican camp or going over with 
HENEY and CoLBy to the Democracy, 
and thus repeating the usual history 
of third parties. The Southern Pro- 
gressives, however, have no such 
choice; they are out on a limb, and to 
give up the Progressive organization 
is to saw the limb off. Led by JoHN 
M. PARKER of Louisiana, they quit the 
Democratic Party in 1912 because they 
saw at last the long-sought oppor- 
tunity to create below the line an op- 
position party for white men, which 
would not be cursed with the oppro- 
brious name “Republican,” and so res- 
cue the South from the drawback of 
having -only one party. It is a real 
drawback; it is worse, it is a fetter, 
a handcuff, and checks the South’s 
progress in a hundred wavs. 

That dazzling dream has faded, and 
the men who dreamed it have wakened 
in a chilly dawn. They burned their 
bridges behind them, cut themselves 
loose from the original white man’s 
party, and now find themselves de- 
ree of their new alternative white 
7 n’s party. They can’t become Re- 
publicans; to go back to the Democ- 
racy is not a choice, as in the North, 
but a surrender. So Mr. PARKER, who 
is the Vice Presidential nominee of the 
party, is calling on his Louisianans to 
continue the organizatiorm and to “de- 
“mand the resignation of those indors- 
“ing other parties.” He is to preside, it 
is said, at the New. York meeting of 
the “loyal’—that is, the marooned— 
Progressives, and will there insist on 
the preservation of the party. “It is 
believed here,” says New Orleans, “that 
“ PARKER will be the Progressive nomi- 
“nee for President.” 

So the rump seems assured. North- 
ern trreconcilables will join with the 
Southerners. But the real leaders will 
turn to the two great parties; most of 
them have already turned. The Pro- 
gressives will find themselves in the 
same position as HENRY GEORGE’S 
United Labor Party in 1888. That 
party scared the politicians vastly in 
1886, lost half its strength in 1887, and 
in 1888 its two leaders, GEoRGE and 
McGLyYnn, divided. GEoRGE went over 
to the Democracy, on the same ground 
on which RoosEVELT goes over to the 
Republicans now. On the new issue of 
that year CLEVELAND represented his 
views, and there was no longer need 
for a third party. Most of his party 
went with him; Dr. McGLYNnwn carried 
most of the rest to the Republicans. 
The rump of the party nominated an 
entirely unknown man from Chicago 
named CowbDREy, and when the news- 
papers reported the vote on the morn- 
ing: after election no mention was 
made of CowDREy’s having received 
any support, though doubtless he got 
some votes. History is repeating itself, 
‘though the rump nominee, PARKER or 
another, may get more votes than 
CowDREY did. Most of those who will 
not follow the Henry George of today, 
however, ‘will follow MCGLYNN’s ex- 
ample. WItson will get their votes,

THE WOMEN’S PARTY. 

Not much attention has been paid 
to the campaign of the Women’s 
Party, but it deserves attention. It 
‘threatens the Republican and Dem- 
ocratic Parties with the votes of an 
orgahized block of, women, which, it 
says will move blindly and with mil- 
itary’ precision in whatever direction 
it commands. Most people probably 
imagine the Women’s Party to be 
merely the name of a new suffrage 
association, like those of which: ‘there 
is a legion already. It is not; “Its

It is the arm, the weapon, of that 
suffrage association named the Con- 
gressibnal Union «for ‘Woman Suf- 
frage, sometimes called the ‘“ mil- 
itant wing.” Its purpose is single and 
definite, the passage of the Susan B. 
Anthony amendment to the Federal 
Constitution. 
so cast its organized and enrolled 
votes as to defeat candidates who do 
not support and actively work for that 
amendment.. It. has nothing what- 
ever to do with the old and compar- 
atively conservative suffrage associa- 
tions, which it appears to hold’ in 
contempt. They are associations of 
would-be” voters, trying to get thé 
ballot. It is a political party, made 
up of womeri who already vote, threat- 
enihg with defeat all candidates who 
do not support the Anthony. amend- 
ment—nodt the principle of suffrage 
in general, not the granting of suf- 
frage by the States, but an amend- 
ment to the Constitution which will 
force suffrage on States that are op- 
posed to it as well as on Btates that 
favor it. 

It is not content with mere indorse- 
ment of the amendment by candi- 
dates; it-threatens them with defeat 
unless they enter the ranks of suf- 
frage workers. There are 4,000,000 
women voters. Of course the Wo-. 
men’s Party will never get them all 
in its membership, but it pretends to 
control enough to decide the votes of 
many States. Its leaders, Miss PauL 
and Miss CARPENTER, recently visited 
Mr. HuGuHes and brandished these 
votes over his head, At the twd con- 
ventions their lieutenants were busy, 
making no arguments about suffrage, 
simply swinging their club. The party 
claims to have a complete organiza- 
tion in every suffrage State,’ and in 
Arizona and Wyoming a complete or- 
ganization in every county. 

So far as the Women’s Party 
proves its power, so far it will justify 
even the most extravagant arguments 
against woman suffrage. Even the 
argument that it would set one sex 
against another, bring about a war 
of sex against sex, in which few op- 
ponents of woman suffrage ever really 
believed, is now being invested with 
as much probability as the Women’s 
Party can give it. Its members threat- 
en the candidates with the votes of a 
sex. Doubtless they cannot make 
good that threat entirely; but the 
greater the strength they develop, the 
nearer they bring that apparently 
wild cHarge to demonstrated truth. 
So far as they can, they are bringing 
to bear the influence of a sex for po- 
litical blackmail. So far as they can, 
they are demonstrating the chargé 
that woman suffrage will make in 
politics a division along sex lines. 
Such a charge seemed incredible, even 
to many who opposed suffrage. The 
Women’s Party has. lighted a fire- 
brand; it is an ugly portent, whose 
possibilities of damage are not lim- 
ited to politics, but may extend to 
other parts of the social structure. 
These leaders have justified, to the 
extent of their power, the worst that 
has ever been said &bout the danger 
of giving votes to women.

With three persons at- 
tacked and two killed 
About by sharks—or a shark 
—in one place, the old 
the Sharks. question as to whether 
or not these -great fish deserve their 
sinister reputation is settled in the af- 
firmative. They can and do, even in 
these northern waters, sometimes so con- 
duct: themselves as to justify the fear, 
and the invariable and inevitable con- 
sequence of fear—hatred—that ‘have al- 
ways been felt for them all over the 
world. . 

Why the sharks—or a shark—should 
thus be manifesting efficient ferocity in 
a region that for many years has been 
exempt from such displays is a mystery 
so dark as to make all attempts at ex- 
planation mere guesses, each about 
equally plausible and _ unconvincing. 
It is easy to say, and impossible to 
prove, for instance, that some displace- 
ment of ocean currents has brought 
to this vicinity sharks of a kind or of a 
disposition usually to be found far to 
the south of us. On the other hand, the 
theory that ordinary sharks are suffer- 
ing from an extraordinary hunger be- 
cause of a scarcity of fish is made highly 
dubious by the fact that there is no 
scarcity of fish and that it is the habit 
of sharks to feed on things that are dead,: 
not alive. They will snap at a living fish 
that is in trouble—on a hook, for in- 
stance—but they do not do much if any 
chasing of fish fully capable’ of flight. 

There is suggestion, perhaps, in) the 
circumstance that passenger steamship 
traffic, with the resulting deposition of 
offal in the sea, is now much diminished. 
This might force the sharks to seek other 
than their accustomed provender. What 
will probably be considered a still more 
fanciful theory is that all the attacks 
on swimmers along the New Jersey coast 
have been made by a single shark which, 
for some reason, is no longer able to 
supply its needs after customary shark 
fashion. It-is well known that Jions and 
tigers become “‘ man-eaters " only when 
age or some accident renders them in- 
capable of hunting down their usual 
prey. For all anybody can say, it may 
be that it is the same with sharks. If 
that. is the explanation of the present 
epidemic of shark-biting, the old safety 
will return as soon as the one especially 
dangerous creature can be killed, ~ 

And anyway, the beach reserters might 
well remember that moré of them are 
drowned .every pleasant Sunday in Sum- 
mer than sharks are likely to get in the 
whole season. There's not much con- 
solation in that, but it is true,

And a delicate and interesting question 
is raised by the Government's offer to 
release any militiaman whose continued 
service would reduce his wife, children, 
or close relatives’to destitution. ‘Wheth- 
er or not that offer is open to men whose 
old salary has been continued is not quite 
clear, ‘but it is evidently open to any 
man whose old salary has been stopped 
for any reason whatever, and an em- 
ployer might, well see in that a justifica- 
tion for escaping a special tax’ the pay- 
ment of which is a ‘sentimental rather 
than a real obligation. This is an emi- 
nently solvent country, and though, the 
emergency confronting it is very far from 
being a trivial one, that emergency is at 
present not desperate and shows no signs 
of becoming so immediately or even soon. 
In the circumstances, therefore, even a 
good and patriotic citizen, in the em- 
Ploying class, may well ask why what is 
for the benefit. of. all should not have its 
proper and necessary cost defrayed * 
public, not Private, expense. :

The difference is real, but it is one 
not commonly known or realized, and 
to the ordinary insurer, acting without 
legal advice, everybody who writes in- 
surdnece is an insurance agent. 

The real agent does represent the 
company, and payment to him is in ef- 
fect’ a payment to the company, but 
the broker, as the Superintendent of 
Insurance said — without taking the 
trouble, by the way, to note or empha- 
size the fact that there exists a con- 
fusion of names—is an agent only of 
the insurer, and the latter must choose 
his broker at his own peril. Selecting 
an honest one, he is as safe as if he 
dealt with an agent, properly so called— 
an agent of the company, that is—but 
if his choice ‘be injudicious he takes 
chances and may have to pay _ usual 
consequences of mistake. 

Among those consequences, in case.a 
dishonest broker appropriates a pre- 
mium payment and the insured for some 
reason..does rot receive the company's 
notification of approaching cancella- 
tion of his policy, may be the sorrowful 
one that property he thought sécurely 
protected is without any protection 


at all.

close of his sermon the chaplain spoke a few 
deeply affecting words, asking for the prayers 
of the congregation in his and his. sol- 
diers’ behaff, and he invited the men to meet. 
him after services on the green outside, where 
he would have a few words to address to 
them, All the men and many women wajted 
after church to hear him, In a few minutes 
there came toward us a military figure, all 
in khaki. It was our missionary in an offi- 
cer’s full uniform. He said that he was born 
in the Province;. he had been for eight years 
‘a missionary priest in the West (an oblate 
of Mary Immaculate) and he had joined the 
regiment because he recognized it to. be his 
duty to do so, as. he was young, physically 
able, and could be spared. He was aware 
that some among his audience had conscien- 
tious scruples, and these he proceeded to 
answer. About the school question in the 
West he said they shoyld banish all thought 
of the matter from their minds; England had 
always been just to them and certainly would 
continue to be so in this case. ‘They should 
understand clearly that their enemy, in this 
mattér, was not the English. After speak- 
ing with ‘deep emotion of ‘France and Eng- 
land, he conclude@ by stating that military 
service was a school for patriotism, much- 
needed discipline, temperance, and religion. 
His profession did not permit him to appeal 
to the young men to follow the colors, but 
he begged them to give a few minutes’ at- 
tention to the words of the Colonel of the 
regiment, who wéuld now address them. 

The Colonel then introduced himself as a 
native -of Bale St. Paul, the centre of the 
Province, and, with + few inspiring words, he 
asked the young men to consider whether 
their duty was not at the front, defending 
their mother, France, and their adopted 
mother, England. So much for the attitude 
of the clergy of Quebec. : 

In regard to the enlistments, there are 
physical reasons why Quebec cannot furnish 
as many men as Ottawa. Ottawa has more 
men available. The French family averages 
at least twice that of the English, and so 
the married man in Quebec has too many 
dependent on him. The population of .Quebec 
is composed mainly of small farmers with 
slender means. Despite this, what has Que- 
bec done? Last Saturday’s Le -Soleil (Que- 
bec) tells of one family which has sent 
seven sons to the front, the eighth being in 
training. at Valcartier, and the ninth, under 
18 years of age, prepared to join next year. 
This notice mentions another family which 
has seven sons in the service. In the same 
issue of Le Soleil is an authoritative state- 
ment of the number of French Canadians 
under the colors, and it may surprise your 
readers to learn that this sums up to 88,800 
men. Frerich Canadians are quiet, unassum- 
ing, patient people, and they have allowed 
much unfair criticism of ‘them to pass un- 
noticed. It must be admitted that there are 
in Quebec a few loud-talking; cheap, lawyer- 
politicians who have. seen. that. they could 
at this particular moment draw ‘attention to 
themselves by playing the demagogue. In 
times like these there always will be indi- 
viduals of this character in-every community, 
but they are of no importance.

it Not Find a Permanent 
Home in Central Park? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Has Mr. MacKaye’s conception of &@ com-~ 
munity art in America become established? 
The great success, in certain aspects, of the 
recent City College Stadium, Newark, , and 
Institute of Technology pageants, following 
the great St. Louis pageant of two years ago 
and various smaller experiments of recent 
years, would seem to answer yes, or, at least, 
probably. But the lessons of the ** Caliban ”’ 
performances at the stadium should be laid 
to heart. ‘The beauties there. disclosed to 
thousands of New Yorkers in: lighting, cos- 
tuming, grouping, dancing, and music—the 
pageantry factors—are solid materials out of 
which to build a popular interest in. such an 
art, and an especially promising factor is 
the fun of doing it. 

But the art will not thrive upon an over- 
elaborated symbolism or ‘upon {inaudible 
poetry. We do not take much stock In magic 
spears (imagine ‘‘ Parsifal"’ without the 
music) or the custody of physical mantles, 
whether of Elijah or others. Perhaps the 
tercentenary is sufficiently’ oyer to permit 
the confession that even Shakespeare's 
Prospero would be a bit tiresome were he 
not frankly a deus ex machina created to 
work an episodic and charmingly naive 
“* show ’’—the self-conscious nalvete of the 
domain of the Fairlie Queene or of Arcadia a 
la the Petit Trianon. ‘‘ The Tempest’ is 
saved by its humor and poetry. But what of 
a performance where neither could be heard? 

Building upon “* Caliban ** as a successful 
experiment in co-operative art, the various 
societies engaged therein, or, rather, certain 
of their members, have organized the Com- 
munity Drama Association. The association's 
purpose, as expressed in its constitution, is 
“to further the conscious awakening of the 
people to self-government ‘in the activities: of 
their leisure by means of a@ tion-commercial 
organization of the arts of the theatre for 
performances in which the’ community shall 
participate.” As a concrete illustration of 
this somewbat involved purpose the associa- 
tion proposes to ‘‘ organize at least one an- 
nual festival on a community basis,"’

come together as a community to govern the 
activities of their leisure? Or, to put it less 
Bostonly, where are we to hold this festival?

Unique Souvenir for Raising Funds 
for Australian Red Cross. 


P. W. Tewksbury, who is in New 
York on his way home from London 
to Melbourne, Australia, has in his. pos- 
session an Australian flag on which are 
written the autographs of Many men 
who are helping shape the destinies 
of the allied nations. Mr. Tewksbury is 
taking the flag to ‘Australia to dispose 
of it by means of a raffle to raise 
money for the Red Cross of that coun- 
try. The shares will be sold for half a 
crown each, and he expects to realize 
£50,000 for the charity. 

A year ago this month Mr. Tewks- 
bury conceived the idea of asking prom- 
inent British statesmen to autograph a 
flag, and he sent a small satin banner 
to Earl. Grey, British Secret&ry for For- 
eign Affairs. Earl Grey attached his 
mn apes and sent it to Earl Kitchener, 
who autographed it, and next it went 
to Prime Minister Asquith. The flag 
was then returned to r. Tewksbury, 
who carried it to London with him when 
it became necessary for him to go there 
to join his wife and daughter, who were 
on the Arabic when it was torpedoed 
and who did not like the thought of 
traveling unaccompanied again.

A Money-Made’ Stock Market— 
The Rise in Bank of 
England Rate, 


While the great majority of stocks lost 
ground yesterday under the pressure to 
which they were subjected, the list. of 
the issues which suffered most was made 
up almost exclusively of the stocks which 
have not been freely accepted in ordi- 
nary loans. Partly because the restric- 
tions on collateral, owing to the con- 
servatism of bankers, have been greater 
than in the past and Partly because 
speculation has been most active in 
relatively untried securities, an unusual 
amount of Stock Exchange borrowing 
has been done in the shape of special 
loans, 

These loans were easy to obtain when 
money was supérabundantly easy. Now 
that money is worth more than it was, 
though again in somewhat freer supply 
than it was a few days ago, there ig 
less willingness to finance market oper- 
ations in the new industrials. Selling of 
& good many stocks of this sort either 





to reduce or pay off loans or to make 
good the inroads caused by previous de- 
clines had a g0od deal to do with the 
renewed weakness of the market yester- 
day. While fundamentally this could be 
traced in large measure to the rise in 
money rates, those rates themselves were 
lower yesterday instead of higher. Im- 
provement inthis respect has been 
shown each day since the maximum of 6 
per cent. was reached at the beginning 
of the week. Nevertheless monetary con- 
siderations’ were still claiming a promi- 
nent part yesterday in stock market dis- 
cussion. 

The chief reason for this was the ad- 
vance made in the Bank of England rate 
from 5 per cent., where it had stood since 
mid-August, 1914, to 6 per cent. Lon- 
don itself attributed this change in very 
large measure to the rise in money here, 
although that element was probably 
overemphasized in the London dis- 
patches. The fact is that Great Britain 
has been financing a very large share 
of her war expenditures by means of 
short-time loans, including Treasury 
bills, which make their appeal] to the 
money market rather than to the capital 
market in the stricter sense. This has

about the conditions which have led to

A Slump in Marks. 

A fall in the price of exchange on 
Berlin recorded on Wednesday was fol. 
lowed yesterday by a more severe break. 
Marks closed last night at 72 15-16 for 
demand, off 1 5-16. The suggestion 
was made that the market had been 
depressed through the sale of a consid- 
erable amount of ‘exchange to provide 
funds here to meet a banking loan. A 
number of these credits were provided 
months ago, and they have been paid 
off ag thy matured through sales of ex- 
change on Berlin. 


Motor Mathematics, 

Willys-Overland stock was originally 
of $100 par value, but from a price of 
87 last year it rose beyond the reach of 
the masses and the managément reduced 
the par from $100 to $25 a share. On 
the last day of the $100 par the high price 
was 286. On Wednesday the stock sold 
at 74%, or the equivalent of 298% on 
the old basis, which would seem to prove 
that the total of the parts is greater 
than the whole.

Bearish operators began business for 
the day by selling Willys-Overland, com- 
menting not only on the unusual delay 
provided for in the payment of the 10 
per cent. stock dividend but on the cir- 
cumstance that though doubled the cash 
dividend yielded barely 4 per cent. on the 
market price of 74. From that price, 
which prevailed on the declaration of 
the dividend late Wednesday, the stock 
declined more than 11 points and closed 
at 63%, a loss of 7% points on the day, or 
the equivalént of 31% points on the old 
basis of $100 a share. Early success in 
Willys - Overland encouraged bearish 
operations in other speculative motor 
shares and in most of these others stop- 
loss orders were uncovered and rapid 
strides made downward.

Getting Nickel to Germany. 

Reports that Great Britain would em- 
bargo shipments of nickel from her pos- 
sessions to this country were not taken 
seriously by officers of the Interna- 
tional Nickel Company, which handles 
the bulk of the nickel Sold in this coun- 
try. James L,. Ashley, Secretary and 
Treasurer of the company, pointed out 
that since the war every shipment from 
Canada at the order of his company, 
which takes all the Canadian nickel, 
has been Scrutinized by the Canadian 
authorities, and that every shipment 
for export by the company has been 
viséd by the British Admiralty. The 
Germans could not under this agree- 
ment secure any British nickel. .They 
might load several submarines with 
nickel secured from the American Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company, which pro- 
duces in this country, but such exports 
would not at all interfere, Mr. Ashley 
said, with the arrangements for handling 
the Canadian output.

LONDON, Friday, July 14.—The rate 
of discount of the Bank of England was 
raised from 5 to 6 per cent. yesterday. 

The advance in the rate came as no 
surprise to the money market, which 
realized the necessity of watching New 
York carefully, and the rise here is 
purely a-precautionary measure to pro- 
tect exchange and retain Dalances which 
would otherwise seek employment in 
New York if the rates are not made suf- 
ficiently attractive. 

The bank rate had been undisturbed 
since ‘it was reduced to 5 per cent. in 
August, 1914, and huge financial opera- 
tions for this country, as well as for the 
Allies, have been transacted on that 


basis. 

With America doing a good deal of 
financing which would ordinarily be done 
here, besides finding money for its own 
enormous trade expansion, money is be- 
coming in greater demand, especially a 
the coming crops need financing, and 
authorities here found it necessary o 
raise the value of money to well over 
New York.

It was charg 
that in trading for his own account he 
had found himself with lots of Chino 
and ‘Tennessee Copper on his hands 
which declined abruptly, and to save 
himeelf from loss had sold his own stock 
to his odd-lot employer at a high price. 
The penalty of suspension instead of 
expulsion was imposed, according to 
the Governors, because of various ex- 
tenuating circumstances and because in 
the Estee case the offense was more 
harmful to the Stock Exchange in that 
an outside customer was the sufferer.

his is the same section under which 
action was taken against Estee. Wal- 
lace has been a member of the Stock 
Exchange since 1907 and Kelly since 
1908. 


The committee on admissions an- 
nounced that it had sold Estee’s seat 
for $63,000, which is $2,000 less then 
the last previous sale price. Foster 
Davie was the purchaser. The member- 
ship of Thomas C. Eastman was also 
announced as transferred to Herbert 
Lowell Dillon. The latter was a pa 
nership transfer occasioned by the ab- 
sence of Mr. Eastman, who has gone 
away with the National Guard.

== |COTTON MARKET 


DULL, BUT STEADY 


Good Liverpool Conditions and 
Belief in Storm Damagé 
Reports Give Support. 


| TALENT VIEWS IN CONFLICT 


Reports of New Weather Disturb- 
ance Create Some Alarm—Ger- 
man Business Exaggerated. 


Some idea of thé. prevalent dullness 
in cotton may be gained from the fact 


that the market yesterday closed steady, 
one point lower on the near positions 
to one point higher on the later months. 
Undoubtedly this is a reflection of the 
conflicting views of the tiade, as it 1s 
almost impossible to find two cotton 
men with e same opinion or at least 
giving the same reasons for their faith 
in an advance or a decline. 

Yesterday's market owed somé of its 
steadiness to the firmness of Liverpool 
and the feeling that too much rain had 
fallen in portions of the BHastern, belt. 
Moreover, telegrams from New Orleans 
reported the development of another 
tropical storm, which, it was tearéd, 
might enter the belt and add to the 
damage reported last week. At any 
rate, the complaints of storm injury ap- 
pear to be a ag! exaggerated, 

Reports of the Weather Bureau yester- 
day showed that a new West Indian 
storm is developing west of Curacao and 
south of Santo Domingo, apparently 
moving northwest toward the Gulf of 
Mexico. It is too early as yet to judge 
the charactér of the storm or its prob- 
able course, although it is expected to 
move in the direction of the Yucatan 
Channel. 

Considerable interest was taken in a 
Memphis statement published yesterday 
that recent rumors regarding German 
buying for delivery after the war had 
greatly exaggerated the importance of 
these transactions. It was said that 
several months ago, when the Germans 
were winning and thought the war would 
soon be over, some business was done 
in a small way, but very little has been 
consummated during the last two or 
three months. 

In spite of the fact that the market 
shows no particular weakness, the bears 
are quite confident that a decline is 
near at hand. They point out that the 
final figures on the supply and dis- 
tribution of cotton will be published at 
the end of the present month, and in- 
stead of a visible supply of only half a 
million bales or so there will be a 
surplus of two million bales. Consump- 
tion, it is predicted, will be found to 
have been greatly overestimated and the 
carry-over proportionately  underesti- 
mated. 

This morning the Census Bureau will 
publish the figures on the consumption 
of cotton by American mills during June. 
These are expected to show some falling 
off from the record of May, and will 
compare with 514,655 bales in June of 
last year.

PLAN TO DAM NIAGARA. 


Big Power Scheme Would Eliminate 
Rapids and Whirlpool. 


A plan to dam the Niagara River be- 
low the falls for the development of 
2,000,000 horse power of electricity has 
been’ submitted to the Government of 
Ontario iby the Thomson-Porter Cataract 
Company, it became known yesterday 
through a dispatch from Ottawa, Ont. 
‘The company is headed by T. Kennard 
Thomson, a consulting engineer, with 
oftices at 50 Church Street, and Peter 
A. Porter, 

The project was discussed by its pro- 
moters with the foint legislative Com- 
mittee on Water Rights and Electricity 
at several sessions. The plan calls for 
the construction of a dam three-quarters 
of ‘a mile south of Queenstown, about 
six miles below the falls. The drop of 
the river from the falls to wistown, 
seven miles below, is about 100 feet, and 
the dam would be of about tha height 
so that the water would be held on a 
level from the top of the dam to the 
foot of the falls, 

This would replace the Whirlpool 
Rapids, the Whirlpool, and the entire 
lower rapids with a long narrow lake, 
The loss of the rapids, the promoters 
say, would be the only feature of the 
project destructive to the scenic value 
of Niagara. The beauty of the falls, 
they say, would not be impaired, | nor 
would the power plants abere the falls 
be affected. 

Mr. Kennard said last night that if 
the loss of the rapids shouid be béld as 
an objection to the vroject, after the 
dam was built similar ra ids could be 
formed by blasting boulder} from the 
sides of the gorge, which aro about 
feet h b on the’ site chowen tor the 
dam. juge power planis wo i be 
erected on both the Canadian and United 
States sides of the dam capable of :le- 
veloping 2,000,000 horse power. ,The 
company offers to nee pay Ontario and New 
York State each annually as 
@ tax for the grant. If at any time 
either State desired to buy its share of 
the grant the company agrees to sel) 
at the installation cost plus A percent- 
age for interest. es'imated it 
would cost $100,000,000 000' to carry the proj- 


ect through. 

The compan offers to make an agree- 
ment as to the charge to be made for 
power. Mr. Thomson said the power 
would be divided betwaen Ontario and 
New York and sold to v!l appliconte.

BAYONNE WATER f RESTORED. 


City Gets Normal Supply After Five: 
Day Famine: 


After suffering much inconvenience for 
five days from &.shortage of water and 
at times experiencing a famine, the 68,- 
000 residents of Bayonne, N. J., last 
night had a normal supply and were 
assured that the trouble was over. The 
shortage was caused last Saturday after- 
noon by a break in a tapping sleeve .in 
the pipe which runs beneath the tracks 
of the Lackawanna Railroad on the New- 
ark meadows, near Kearny. This pipe 
connects with the New York & New Jer- 
sey Water Company's large main on 
either side of the tracks. The water 
comes from Little Falls, N. J. 

The company set a force of men to 
work at once making repairs. They were 
handicapped in getting to the seat of the 
trouble, and several powerful pumps had 
to be employed to remove the water so 
the pipe could be repaired. Besides the 
company’s men a gang of men from the 
Bayonne Water Department and the 
Chapman Wrecking Company worked 
night and day making the repairs. There 
was an énorfnous waste of water, and 
Charles T. Kavanagh, the Bayonne rep- 
resentative of the water company, last 
evening estimated that the company's 
loss in water was about 25,000,000 gallons 
a day. The répairs were ‘completed yes- 
terday morning at 9 o'clock, and by noon 
ample water was flowing into Bayonne. 

In speaking of the trouble City Com- 
missioner Matthew T. Cronin said last 
evening : 

“The break in the pipe was caused by 
the vibration of the railroad trains and 
the swamp land where the pipe is laid. 
The delay in making the repairs was 
because of an inability to get at the 
broken sleeve until the vast amount of 
water which had collectéd was pumped 

The break was entirel unavold- 
- We have discussed the matter 
with President Dana of the water com- 
pany, and he has assured us that an- 
other connection between the main will 
be laid some distance from the railroad 
and that a new emergency line will 
7 . which will obviate any further trou~ 


During the famine Jersey City, which 
Sta Bayonne what water it could spare 

or consumption, stood ready in the 
event of a large fire to sénd an ample 
supply to fight it.

June shows no decrease in structural 
work on account. ofthe‘ high~ price: of 
materials, In eighty-four leading cities 
‘June permits called for the expenditure 
of $72,304,257, ‘an’ increase of.

DR. BIGGS TO INVESTIGATE 


A. C. Fach Holds That New Jersey, 
Under Its Quarantine Laws, Has 
the Power to Interfere. 


Elated by a promise made them by 
Governor Whitman that he would have 
Dr. H. M. Biggs, State Health Commis- 
sioner, investigate charges that the pro- 
posed garbage reducing: plant to be built 
on Staten Island would be a pubiic 
nuisance, more than 200 residents of that 
borough returned home from Albany 
early last evening on a special train. 

The announcement of the Governor 
that he would order ‘the investigation 
under the powers given him by Section 
6, Article 2, of the public health laws, 
followed a three hours’ hearing, during 
which both the foes of the contractors 
and the attorney for the latter presented 
their arguments. 

Two’ weeks ago the June Grand Jury, 
sitting at Richmond, 8. I., forwarded a 
presentment to the Governor asking him 
to investigate the conditions under 
which the contract to the firm of Gaff- 
Mey, Gahgan & Van Etten was made, 
setting forth the injuries that would re- 
sult to that borough should the plant 
ever be erected. Upon the acknowledg- 
ment of the Governor of the receipt of 
the presentment, George Scofield, Chair- 
man of the Richmond Borough Repub- 
lican Committee, made arrangements for 
@ committee of Staten Islanders to pre- 
gent the case to him. Frederick A. Ver- 
don, a wealthy shipbuilder of West 
Brighton, chartered a special train of 
five cars,. which carried the garbage 
Warriors to Albany yesterday. 

Francis F. Leman, Chairman of the 
Vigilance Committec, the first of the 
Staten Islanders to present Richmond's 
side of the garbage plant controversy 
to the Governor, declared he was con- 
vinced that Meyor Mitchel and the 
Board oi Estimate were. discriminating 
against Staten Island. 

Albert C. Fach, District Attorney of 
Richmond in presenting four ways in 
which the Governor might investigate 
the -proposed plant under the pubiic 
health laws, alleged that the waters of 
the Staten Sound, which border Lake's 
Island, on the west shore of Staten Isl- 
avd, where it is proposed to build the 
Plant, were subject to the health and 

uarantine laws of the State of New 

ersey and not to those of New York.

FOR $800,000 BAG 


Prisoner Who Threw’ Securities 
Into, Hudson ‘Volunteered - 
to. Help Recover Them. 


POLICE DECLINED. “HIS ‘AID 


Government Witnesses Tell: Details 
of the $800,000 Mail 
Robbery. 


The story of a volunteer offer of a 
prisoner to dive into the North River 
and attempt the rescue of a package 
containing $300,000 in securities was told 
yesterday by Detective Sergeant Joseph 
Rielly’ in the Federal District Court, 


where, before Judge Howe and a jury, 


Thomas Benson and Louis: Windler, his, 
bréther-in-law, are being tried on..the 
charge: of robbing a mail wagon of 
registered mail bags. Witness after 
witness was called to the stand by As- 
sistant United States Attorney Roosa to 
complete the chain| of evidence forged 
by. the. Government connecting. the de- 
fendanta with the robbery on the ferry- 
boat’ Wilkes-Barre in February last, 
whén '$800,000 in Jewelry and, securities 
were stolen. 

After his arrest while attempting to 
sell a diamond said to be part of the 
loot, Benson told the Government that 
hé.had taken a part of the securities, 
wrapped them in a bag, and thrown 
them into the river off West Forty-fifth 
Street. ._Detettive Rielly was detajled to 
find out the truth of the story. He said 
that he came down from the- Fifth 
Branch Buréau in the Bronx to the Fed- 
eral Building several weeks ago 1n@ 
after a talk with Benson decided to ac¢- 


cept his offer to point out the place 
where he had thrown the_ securities 
overboard. With other officials the 
prisoner was taken to the place and As- 
sisted while the officials dragged the 
river bottom in a vain attempt to pic 

up the Bengon, the witness sald, 
was sure that he.had the right spot, and 
when the police. could not find the se- 
curities he was much put out.

In Willimantic a man was struck. by 
lightning, the plant of, the Rockville 
and Willimantic Electrie Light Com- 
pany was put out: of commission and 
230: telephones and forty telegraph wires 
were rendered uséless. Many homes 
and stores were without light last night 
and The Willimantic Chronicle had to 
suspend publication because of lack of 
ologtets power. 

In Windsor thousands of dollars of 
damage >was, done to the tobacco crop. 
Hailstones ‘as latge us walnuts fell and 
canvas coverings over shade-grown to- 
bacco: Were set on fire by lightning, be- 
ing cOnsumer -together with the plants 
they . were, expected to shelter... Some 
estimates put the damages as-high as 


100,000. 

In Suffield, about 1,000. acres of young 
tobatco platits were devastated and the 
town was left in darkness and with 
erippled’ trolley servicé.. Threes up- 
rooted. by the gale féll across light and 
trolley Avifes and brought them down. 
‘Telephone lines, the fire alarm, elec- 
trie iights, and trolley‘ service were cri 
pl in Norwich.. For two hours ear y 
this evening the city was without lights.
